MAN. 


Prince Chun, Kwangsu's Young 
Brother, Is Very Progressive, 


ESTENDS 
TO YISIT 
AMEEIOA.

Prince Chun, who seems destined to 


becouie the central figure of Chinese 
history during- the 
5s<.-::t generation, 


couU] not have been H:.=s known than 
he was a year ago. Then, a.t now, he 
resided lu the great iliionl palace on 
the uortl; side of the city in the great- 
est seclnsiou. tVhen 'the Boxer move- 
jnent'bcjian to attract attentiori,. the 
leailITS of this autifbreign pnrty cause 
by the score to his quiet y;mion anil 
cuOeiivorcil to secure his patronage." 


All the promises which were after- 


ward BUKle to Prince Tuan autl to 
which >:e snccumbocl were ra.'iJe to 
Prince Chun, but without the desired 
effect. The boy ;>rinco—li<> js barely IU 
years today—listened with infinite pa- 
tience to all that they hnd to say, thank- 
ed them for their call nnrt begged tla,oui 
to call again, but^with noihins to do. 
tieeausei as he simply said, he knew 
nothing of public life. 


"! Em a student" wrote Prince Chun 


'when the Boxer leaders became more 
pressing;. "H" asibiticis is to live In 
seclusion. 1 would emulate." he wrote 
in the words of the great Chinese poet, 
"the life of the solitary pine tree or the 
lonely stork." 


The Boxers thought the young prince 


mad and went invar,'taking with them 
nil his horses and carts, from which It 
seems only fair to deduce that they and 
not the allies introduced looting to Pe- 
l-dug. During tlie terrible eight weeks 
which followed Prince Chun continued 
to lead In his palace tbe life of a re- 
cluse.' 
After the allies had captured 


tbe city and were looting it Prince 
Chun awaited his fate in the miilst of 
his books In contemplation of a great 
golden globe, a chart of the heavens, 
which had been his daily companion in 
his favorite astronomical studies. But 
the busy Buns paid no attention to 
such a scene of purely .tinman interest. 


That night, when Peking was on fire 


in many places, when drunken soldiers 
staggered through the streets right and 
left and Chinese fOSbers and brigands 
came into the city to hold liigb carni- 
val of crime, the family servants of the 
prince, much against his-will, dressed 
him as a cooly In rags and led him by 
secret ways-from house to:house to one 
of the lesser gates, outside of which a 
cart wns waiting for him.

. In what seevns-to ns westeriings an 
Incredibly shovt space^ of time the Japa- 
nese toob-stock^of the district that bad 
fallen»to their lot, Including the palace 
of Prince Chun. They Immediately 
ipiaced a guard-about tbe place, and 
when, with the confidence Inspired by 
ithe kind treatment they received, the 
servants told the Japanese in what 
;plighi. their master was. and where he 
ihad token, refuge. General Fubushima: 
sent an officer of high rank and a 
-squadron of cavalry to bring thf> prince 
back to his palace, where he assured 
him be would he under his personal 
iproteetlon.

An interview had been 
arranged for ine -with him, and after 
a -tedious drive we reached his yamen 
astf finally the en»ranee to the pres- 
ence, •chamber. A few steps beyond 
tbe . ipctaces,: four In number, were 
awaiting our coming, ;acd the eldest. 
Prince -Chun, closely followed by tbe 
others, Adva'pced to o**6' us. 


Hie Imperial .highness is slight and 


about 5 feat 4 inches la height He bas 
quick. Intelligent eyes and is very dig- 
nified in hts carriage, and these were 
nptbetit* which must hnve been indeed 
trying- to bis dignity. To think, of ft 
barbarian standing up right before 
him! ;Yet Prince Chun behaved ss: 
though he had never been snlated" 
otherwise !B his life.

Prince 
Shu. an Iron'cnppcd duke; and then to 
his younger brotherst Dufee Tau and 
Puke Shun. 


Prince Chun then led the way Into a 


room nest to hjjs'.library, which proved 
to be a recently-.furnished' "foreign sa- 
ton/' Re tait beside me at ,a dining 
tootn tftbie \\hore tea \\IIK brought, and 
then followed an avalanche of ijues- 
tlons such as I had not tau gained for.

perial highness at the close of the coa- 
versation, which touched tipon.-number 
less questions of travel nut! of the far 
;oumries wu'feb be is evidently yearn-* 
;ng to see—"I wish to thank yc.n !r. ti>e 
aame of the throne, myself ami the 
Chinese people for the benevolent ntti- 
ludo which the American govt'i-nmeut 
and the American peop'.e hnve observed 
toward China during the months of 
trial and uncertainty. We are all ani- 
mated with the hope of some day re- 
ciprocating the generous feelings by 
which your government has through- 
out the negotiations been inspired.

With better knowledge <in(' closer 
inte-rPoursL' The time may come yet 
when all nations shall live together as 
brothers."
